Auditors ; the reports of the Audit- 
ors, Agents, Committees, or other officers heretofore chosen 
or appointed, and to pass any vote relating thereto. 

6. To transact all other business which may come before 
said meeting.

ENNOUAL REPORT 


GOARD OF EDUCAT’ON, 


TOWN OF BRENTWOOD. 


The School Board beg leave to submit the following report 
for the year ending March 1, 1888: 

Whole number of children between the ages of five and fif- 
teen years, as enumerated by the Selectmen in the month of 
April, 1887, was 121, boys 76, girls 45. Whole number of 
scholars, not less than five years of age, who have attended 
school in town,149. | 
SCHOOL NO, 1. 

The spring term was taught by Miss M. Edna Kimball. 
_ The school was interrupted by the ill health of the teacher. 
At the close of the term Miss Kimball resigned the charge of 

the school. 

The school for the remainder of the year was under the in- 
struction of Miss N. M. Chase. Under her wise and earnest 
efforts, the school improved in discipline, studiousness, and in 
every respect. |

SCHOOL NO. 2. 


- This school was taught by Miss Fannie N. Smith. Under 
her instruction the school made good progress. At one time 
an element largely foreign to the town threatened the prosper- 
ity of the school, but when it became apparent that kindness, 
and earnest efforts for their improvement would not secure the 
necessary discipline and study, the teacher used severer methods, 
which overcame the difficulty. 


SCHOOL No. 3. 


Miss Marion Hilliard is an earnest and devoted teacher. A 
part of the school made excellent progress, and a part not as 


good. ‘That all did not make satisfactory progress was not the © 


fault of the teacher. 
We would remind the parents that it is impossible for any 
teacher to obtain the best results without their co-operation. 
The percentage of daily attendance, as reported by the 
teachers, was. in this school the lowest of any in town. 


SCHOOL NO. 4. . 

Miss Hatch has the ability to maintain discipline, and inspire 
enthusiasm for study, seldom equalled under such a teacher. 
Sustained as she was by the parents of the children, the pro- 
gress of a school is always very satisfactory, and a credit to 
all parties. 

At the close of the school, the teacher was presented with 
handsome tokens of appreciation and esteem, by the pupils 
and friends of the school. 


SCHOOL NO. s. 


Itisa happy commentary on our civilization, when the 
state gives the poorest children as good an opportunity to ac- 
quire an education as the children of the wealthy. It is es- 
pecially true in this case, when it maintains a school with the 
best of teachers for their benefit.
